lu his letters to Timothy, Paul 
used the soldier for a comparison 
in giving him instructions about 
working for the Lord and serving 
inthe ministry. These instruc- 
tions have never been withdrawn, 
so we conclude they are good for 
people in these last days. 

The word ‘‘warrior’’? not only 
indicates opposition, but it means 
that there is a fight on hands. A 
warrior is a fighter. He may get 
wounded, He may get killed. 
He may gain tlhe victory over the 
opposing force, but in either case 
he is a warrior and is expected 
to obey orders whether he ‘1s 
victorious or suffers defeat. 

Paul’s desire for Timothy was 
that he should ‘‘war a good war- 
fare.’’ He was not to fight and 
kill people, but he was to carry 
the gospel in the face of opposi- 
tion, and tell the people about 
the Savior of men and the love 
of God. He did not want him to 
draw back and fail to do his 
duty. Although he would meet 
with opposition he must tell it 
and keep on telling it. 

This principle was illustrated 
by Peter and John, two of Jesus’ 
disciples, when they were for 


name of Jesus Ohrist 
and John answered and said unto 
them, whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye. 
For we cannot but speak the 


‘things which we have seen and 


heard.’’? (Acts 4:18—20.) This 
Was as much as to say they were 
warriors and it would take more 
than threats or commands from 
them to make them stop. 


These men were warriors, and 


Pau! wanted Timothy to be like 


them in this respect. Thus he 
wrote his beloved friend, **Thou 
therefore endure hardness as a 
good soldier of Jesus Ohrist.”’ 
(2 Tim. 2:8.) Don’t give it up. 
Be as persistent as Peter and 
John. Tell it regardless of op- 
position, Show yourself to be a 
good soldier—a_= good warrior. 
They commanded Peter and John 
to stop, but a little later they 
were called before the conneil 
and were interrogated thus: ‘*Dil 
bot we straitiy command 
that ve should not teach in 
this name? And, behold, ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine.”? (Acts. 5:28.) This 
shows that Peter and Jo!in oheyed 
the orders of Jesus and kept on 
telling it, 

In reply to the question the 
brave warriors answered with 
apparent calmness and assurance 
and said, ‘*‘We ought to obey 
God rather than men.’ And 
this they continued to do as long 
as they lived. They remained 
steadfast and persistent to the 
end. They were warriors for 
Jesus, and were not afraid of the 
fight. They rather seemed to re- 
joice in it. 

But these men preached the 
gospel. They told of Jesus and 
His mission to earth. ‘They told 
of His death on the cross and 
His resurrection. They told of 
His power and glory. They 
preached the doctrine in its full- 


yon 


ness. The prisons did not stop 
them. The stripes and beatings 


were only incentives to push 
them on in the work. Paul 
wanted Timothy to be a war- 
rior after the same order. ‘“‘En- 
dure hardness” said Paul. ‘‘Be 
a good soldier,’? was the com- 


mand given. ‘Fight the good 
fight.” 
| After Paul had given forth 


the instruction concerning 
jnecessity of being a warrior he 
called special attention to the 


matter as if he wanted to make 


it doubly impressive 
“Oonsider what I say.’’
